CONCEDED HERE 


The Doomed Vessel Once 


Brought Ship Survivors 


That another ship knotin in thi< 


port, the tanker S«iftstar. with at 
hands aboard, has panned on Into the 
port of mining ships and men. i* 
conceded in Port Arthur toda?. 


The gruesome find of a ship'* ice 


box. 
stenciled "Swiftstar." and con- 


taining the body of a white mnn. on 
the lonelj xhores of tbe little island 
of 8t. Andrews gives rise to expres- 
sion* from Port Arthur shipping men 
that the tanker with all of the 30 
members of her crew will never be 
seen again. 


Last Hen hi ltt* 


When last the gwiftKtar steamed 


slowl> up the Port Arthur ship canal 
on the afternoon of January 21, lf»22. 
he had on hoard a band of ship- 
wrecked survivors, two women and 
seven men. mariner* bere recalled to- 
ilaj.

were taken off the wreck of their two 
masted, 90-ton schooner Donald .T. 
Cook, by the British tanker San Edu- 
ardo. landed in Port au Mex.

£99.839 and the average price was 24.06 cents per pound as 
compared with 17.78 cents in 1921.- Ac-cording to the expert* 
tbe quantity of cotton carried on July 31 wag 2,573,000 bales 
against 4,879,000,the previous year, a decrease in the carryover 
supply of 2,306,000 bale*. 


Southern comAiinption was the largest of any year yet re- 


corded. To be exact, the consumption of American cotton in 
the south was 4.4*8,000 bales and. in the north 2,503.000 bales, 
a total of 6,991,000 bales including linters. 
This bhowu the 


tremendous progress of the textile industry in the south and 
is a faint forecast of what is coming iu future years. Some 
day ever}' pound of cotton grown in the south will be consumed 
by southern mills. 


Exports of cotton during the year to foreign ports were 


4,850,795 bales.' against (5,322,470 la»,t year or a decrease under 
the year before last ot" 946,795 bales. This shows that the cot- 
ton manufacturing industry in foreign countries was scverlf 
hit or that the high price of American cotton compelled for- 
eign spinners to purchase the cheap grades or inferior srtocks, 
grown in other cotton producing nations. 


Cotton, as has been said- is the money crop of the. south. 


In Texas as in other southern states its sale means the in- 
trusion of new money in the^channels of commerce and finance. 
More than two million southern families are growers of cotton. 
Store than five hundred thousand Texas farmers are growers of 
cotton. A cotton crop based on a twenty cents? per pound aver- 
age price will place a'half billion dollars in Texas this year 
and twenty-five cent cotton 'would let loose a tide of pros- 
perity such as Texas has never known. 


Financially speaking, Texas should be basically very strong 


this fall and fexans should enjoy a degree of prosperity greater 
than the people of any other American state. Some day the 
cctton grown in America will be manufactured into the finish- 
ed product in the mills of America but, until that day comes 
there must be a world market for the surplus' cotton, crop and 
that market must be found beyond the war stricken zone of 
Kurope until the sorely distracted nations and peoples return 
to normalcy and forget the passions' and the jealousies and the 
hatreds and the horrors of the past.
